Otiawa, Oct. 8—The board of rail- 
way commissioners has practically re- 
fused the application of the Canadian 
Northern Western to cross the line of 
the Alberta Central Railroad Company 
west of Red Deer, near Rocky Moun- 
tain House, 

At the hearing of the application, 
Alex. Smith, Ottawa, and J. Carlyle 
Moore, Red Deer, acting for Alberta 
Central rallroad submitted that appli- 
cant company had not been properly 
incorporated by the Abberta legisla-

In England For 
Some Time. 

HAVE JOINED 
ROYALIST FORCES 


Report From Portugal Says 
They Were Repulsed on 
North Border.

London, Oct. 7—In an official state- 
ment made today the Portuguese le- 
wation here declared that the royal- 
ist invasion in North Portugal has 


been quelled after several clashes 
between the revolutionists and thé 
republican troops, 

According to advices the invading 


force had been driven back across the 
border and the revolt nipped in the 
bud. Not only did the insurrection 
suffer a set-back but there are grave 
fears here for former King Manuel 
himseli it was rumored yesterday 
that the deposed monarch was on his 
Way to put himself at the head of 
royalist forces in his native country. 
Today the statement given out from 


his English residence at Richmond 
that the reports were untrue, that 
Manuel was still at Richmond and 


that he had no idea of going to Por- 
tugal. However, it looked as if the 
story of his trip to the continent must 
be true as Manuel has been seen nei- 
ther at Richmond nor anywhere in 
England, The Richmond residence is 
heavily guarded by the police and visi- 
tors are not even permitted to linger 
in the vicinity. 

Since he was last seen here the for- 
mer King has had time to cross the 
Portuguese frontier, and if he did eo 
it is considered more than likely that 
he took part in today’s fighting, which 
ended in the defeat of, his followers. 
Owing to the efforts of the Portuguese 
censorship only the most meagre de- 
tails of the fight have filtered 
through to the cities along the fron- 
tier. 

There seems not to have been a sin- 
gle big battle, but a series of fierce 
skirmishes resulting in victory for the 
republicans all alone the lines The 
royalists are reported to . have. re- 
treated into the mountainous districts 
where they might keep up a guerrilla 
campaign for some time. How great 
the loss has been so far is not known 
but reports are that'the five engage- 
ments were very determined and that

Northern 
Pacific tracks immediately.below him 
caught the'pianes, already at an ang'a,, 
Before the operator ‘coulda recover 
himself he was plunged head-first to 
the track.

He was rushed to the hospital, 
but nothing could be done to save 
him. Death was pronounced due to 
coneussion of the brain and hemorr- 
hage. 

At the hospital it was found that 
his skull was fractured, his right les 
broken and his collarbone shattered 
wo that a portion of it protruded 
‘through the flesh.
